A. B. Brlggs. luperrlMr of the Minidoka oatlonal foreit, said 
that the fire "Is pretty well controlled now unless the wind causes It 
to break out." 

Briggs said the fire was started about 1 p. m. Sunday by carelessness 
ol two young couples In a black pick-up truck. Be said they apparently 
had started a fire, attempted to 



put it out and then left the forest 
area after reporting It to another 
visitor In the forest area. They were 
last seen leaving the lower Rock 
creek area. 

The fire was located about seven 
tnllM south of the community of 
Bock Creek and Is burning on both 
sides of Deer creek and Rock creek. 

Briggs said that the fire raged 
near the forest boundary in four 
sections of land. Some heavy equip- 
ment la busy this afternoon estab- 
lishing a fire Une around the burn- 
ing brush and 50 men are working 
on the lire, he reported. 

Not Much Timber 

Briggs reported that there was not 
much timber in the path of the 
blaze, but that some valuable game 
feeding grounds had been charred. 
No game was reported trapped In 
the fire. 

Atfout 20 men were recruited from 
Twin Palls Sunday afternoon and 
M evening to help (Ight the flames, the 
Hurley orrice of the forest service 
reported. Forty Mexican nationals 
were rushed to the fire from Burley 
and about 40 ranchers and forest 
rangers from the Bock creek area 
aided in bottlhig the man-caused 
fire. 

Tractor Used 
J««est service officials reported 
that a tractor was being used to 
dig a trench around the burned oixm 
to coafhie the blaae In that area. 
Men with shovels an^ picks are aid- 
ing the tractor in eaUbllshtag the 
fire lino and patrolling the area to 
see that the fire does not break 
through. 

An army plane flew enough picks 
and itaovels from Bill field, Ogden, 
to "fwln Palls Sunday afternoon to 
equip 100 tire fighters.

A government spoltea- 
man said that guerrillas, which reportedly had neared the 
Greek town of Konitea, were fleeing back toward the Al- 
banian border after Greek reinforcements were flown to the 
area.' 

Communist newspapers in Athens, however, claimed that 
the guerrillas had entered Konsita. The government also an- 
nounced the arrest of 3,100 
more leftists in the Athens- 
Piraeus area, making a total 
of nearly 6,000 who have been 
aeized since Wednesday. 

In the latest arrests, 1,100 per- 
sons were picked up In Athens. 1,000 
In Piraeus arid another 1,000 In the 
surrounding area. 

Oreek sources said all were sus- 
pected of being subversive. Among 
those arrested Was a writer for the 
newspaper Elftherl'a Ellada, organ 
ol the EAM leftist coallUon. 

A Greek communique reported 
that the Greek town ot Konlt«a. 10 
miles from the Albanian border, was 
attacked and nearly captured by a 
lightning thrust of 1,000 guerrillas 
who Bssembled on Albanian soil. 

(Greek sources In London claimed 
large bands of guerrillas were massed 
hi the southwestern tip of Albania, 
ready to drtvo down the Oreek 
coast. Among the guerrillas, thoee 
Gourcea said, were upwards of 30,000 
Albanian moslems. 



Truman Asks

Some coal produc- 
ers had aald this would raise 'Vht 
cost. of. coal fis muchf^'ae- tp, a ton 
and that steel costs also would go 
up as a result. 

Mr. Truman notified ooal and 
steel producers ot his deeire to with- 
hold price Increases through a 
statement Issued by the White 
House. 

In velw of the uncertainty as to 
whether or how much mine costs of 
coal may be raised." Mr. Truman 
said, "the people of the country 
have the right to demand that their 
prosperity shall not be Imperilled 
by Immediate Increases In the price 
-• coal and in the price of steel." 
"Only Reasonable" 

He said It wos "only reasonable" 
to ask cool and steel producers "to 
wait for a fair lest of the actual 
effects" of the coal wage Increase 
under conditions of maximum pro- 
duction before chsnghig Uielr prices. 

"It prlces^are rslsed at once and 
a wave of Increases In related prices 
upnets our economy, we never will 
know what would have happened If 
the coal and steel managers had 
been willing to wait," he said.

Recommended 
For Minidoka 

RUPERT, July 14— A union high 
school capable of holding at least 
1,000 students and not within the 
city limits of any iDOorporated vil- 
lage or city In the country, baa been 
tentatively recommended by the 
Minidoka county school reorganiza- 
tion committee. 

Tho committee also baa recom- 
mended that the county become one 
single school district to be admin- 
istered by the county board of edu- 
cation; thbt p resen I" 'scbobr build- 
ings bo retained at Heybum, Paul, 
Minidoka and* Rupert and utilised 
aa class A grade schools; that a 
single school tax levy be made for 
the operation of all schools In the 
county, thus equalising the tax load 
and giving students from all parts of 
the county equal training, such as 
manual training, home economics, 
farm machinery repair, dairying and 
other related subjects. 

The union high school la Minido- 
ka county would be capable of hold- 
ing all the students in the county 
and would be erected large enough 
to meet future needs of the county. 
Four high schools— Rupert, Acequla, 
Paul and Heybum— now are located 
In Minidoka county. 

It was explained that the com- 
plete report of the school reorgani- 
zation committee, headed by Charles 
Whlttakcr. la not completed yet and 
that when It is finished will be sent 
to the state committee for study. 



School at Albion 
To Get Infirmary 

ALBION. July 14— A surplus gov- 
ernment building from Oowen field, 
Boise, will be moved to Albion to 
serve as on Infirmary building. 
President Raymond H. Snyder has 
announced. 

Tlie otter to move the surplus 
building to Albion came from the 
federal works administration, he 
said. Snyder recently inspected the 
bullillng at Boise and observed that 
It was satisfactorily constructed and 
would be ot considerable value to 
the .school. 

The school Is to erect a concrete 
foundation on which to place the 
building. There Is no infirmary at 
the college now and several rooms 
In dormitories are being used for 
patients requiring medical treat- 
ment.

In Suit on Votes 

CHARLESTON, B. O. July 14 m- 
South Carolina Negroes hare won a 

court Ttctoiy In their fight for the 
right to participate In the state's 
democratlij primary, limited by 
party rules since 1044 exclusively to 
'white Democrata." 

U. 8. District Judge J. Watles 
Waring, Charleston-bom Jurist, Sat- 
urday held that "Negroes are en- 
titled to be enrolled to vote" In 
Democratic primaries. The 
case was brought by George El- 
more, a Columbia Negro, who con- 
tended he was not permitted to vote 
the 1940 primary because of 
his color. 

Waring, In another case, turned 
down the petition of John H. Wrigh- 
ten, Charleston Negro, for a court 
order enjohihig the University ol 
South Carolina from refusing to 
admit "qualified" Negroes to Its law 
schools on the grounds of race, but 
ho ruled that Wrlghten would bo 
entitled to enter unless by the open- 
ing of the next school year the 
Ktate provide an adequate course In 
the college for Negroes at Orange- 
burg.
